WAHIIIHGTON, April 21.—Senator Ma- 


oon of Illinois made hia maiden speech 
in the senate today and eignaliKed it by 
Borne breezy criticisms on the rules of 
the eenate. It waa such, a variation 
from the prosy debate of recent daye 
that the Senator was accorded close at- 
tention and twice received the hearty 
applause of the crowded galleries. 


The speech was in support of a reso- 


lution introduced by the Illinois sena- 
tor directing the committee on rules to 
report a rule by which debate could be 
closed and the previous question be or- 
dered. In this connection, Mr. Mason 
sarcastically referred to the inaction of 
tbe eenate on all great questions before 
it, the long and fruitless debate on 
Cuba and the delay of the arbitration 
treaty. 


Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts replied 


briefly, pointing out that the other 
branch of congress was mure open to 
criticimn than the euuutc. lie WAS in 
accord witli Mr. Maeon, however, on 
the need of new rules. 


A vote waa taken on Mr. Gorinan'a 


motion to refer the Mason resolution to 
the rules committee, which prevailed, 
yuaa 32, noes 24. 


A further dtecueeion of the subject ia 


promised, as Mr. Hoar 1ms pending a 
resolution to discharge the committee on 
rules from further considering the re- 
form of the rules. 


Most of the day was given to thb

WASHINGTON, April 21.—There baa 


been some diaeuealon of Ihe probable 
iprogram of the JJumouratic members of 
tUe finance committee with reference to 
the tariff hill, and it is learned that 
while their plans lira not dofinitely ma- 
tured, they intend to Imve reasonable 
txmu [deration of the lull in committee 
.and hulievo they will have the support 
of Senator Jones of Nevada upon any 
fair proposition they submit. The Dem- 
ocrats do not want uu extended consid- 
eration in committee, but may desire to 
.offer some amendments after they sue 
the bill, the ad op Lion of which they con- 
fiider they would he more likely to ee- 
curo 
In 
the 
committee than 
tho 


open senate. It ia said hi the senate 
that tho Democratic plan ie not to de- 
lay the hill any lonuor than is necessary, 
but that every oenator desiring to dis- 
cuss it shall have the opportunity to do 
ao, and such record-milking volos as tho 
Democrats tliink necoemvry shall bo had. 
This policy the Democrats will pursue to 
the end. In thin connection it may bo 
stated that the Democrats of the senate 
do not approve of thu policy of Mr. 
Bailey ami bia follow Democrats of tho 
house. Attention is called to the fact 
that iTwas long tino said tliat the policy 
•which Speaker Heed and the Republi- 
cans of the house are pursuing would be 
followed in order to direct attention to 
the delay of the tariff bill in tho senate. 


If delay should enaue by reason of de- 


bate by Democratic senators it will be 
pointed out, Democratic senators say, 
that tbis delay ia not indorsed by the 
majority of the Democrats of the house. 
The Bailey Democrats will be indorsing 
the Republicans in their criticisms of 
tho Democratic senators. 
It Is not 


known whether or not the 
advice 


which the Democratic senatorial leadora 
are freely giving the Democrats of the 
house will be taken, but it is known 
that house Democrats have been ad- 
vised that acquiescence in the Republi- 
can tactics is not good policy. The 
Democratic senators do not attribute 
criticism a which may bo directed at 
them to-be indirectly indorsed by tbe 
Democratic members of the house. 


It is learned today that in thechanges 


made in the tariff bill by the senate 
Bub-committee, the rates in the metal 
schedule have been made very close to 
the present law and the same is eaid of 
tho cotton schedule. 


The chemical schedule is understood 


to be about completed. Many changes 
in it in the direction of reductions have 
Djjen made.

;o whether or nnt Vernon was felled by 
a blow from his antagonist. 


Pearce and nine other participants in

was committed to jail in Media tonight 
on a formal charge of assault and bat* 
,ery. By instruction from District At- 
torney Bhafer of Delaware county, who 
stated that Vernon is likely to die, tho 
ustice who held Penrce refused bail. In 
.he event of death Pearce will bo charged 
with murder.

If any 
action ia taken it probably will be in the 
form of an amendment to the tariff bill, 
though It is probable the foreign rela- 
tions committee may consider the sub- 
ject nnd make some recommendations.

between whites and blacks lias broken 
out in tbo town of Davis, twenty miles 
north of here, and tho negroes Imvo ap- 
uealed to tho territorial authorities for 
protection. 
On Saturday night Inst 


ITtmrlea McCormick, white, waa mur- 
dered and robhed hy a ne^ro mimed 
Frank Brown. The crime created un- 
uoual excitement in the village. On tbe 
Monday following a band of twenty 
white men, masked and hoavily tinned, 
visited the houses of nil tho negroea in 
town and warned them to leave the 
place within tweuty-four hours, under 
penalty of mob violence. The negroes 
appealed to United States Judge Kil- 
?ore, who summoned the grand jury 
und instructed them that the outrage 
must be thoroughly investigated, aa 
such acta of mob violence could not be 
tolerated in the Indian territory. He 
instructed that neither time nor money 
should be spared iu bringing the guilty 
parties to justice.
